a, Ag was learned from other US Peneree, detailed information 
on the DOLLE--BORN ersea is of interest. 


b. DOLLE and BORN are located in the center of the Letzling 
Heath training area (boundary: NEVHALDENSLEBEN-"OLMI RSTROT- 
TANGEURHUETTE-VINZELBERG-GANDELEGEN). Units of all branches - 
of service, chiefly component units of the Third Shock Army, 
individual units of all other armies in the Soviet Zone of 
Germany and GHQ units of the Group of Occupation Forees 
Germany trained at Letzling Heath from March to October of 
each year between 1947 and 1949, These maneuvers, in the 
summer of 1948, extended as far as the SALZ”"EDEL area, pos=- 
sibly with troops coming from the training area of “EISSE 
“ARTHE AND TEE ADJACENT AREA on the south to participate 

in major combined~arms maneuvers held at Letzling Heath. 


&. Camp DOLEE and BORN 


From information obtained since 1947, it is assumed that 
training camps were located in the DOLIE-BORI srea before 
and during the spring of 1949 (DOLLE). It is not yet pos- 
sible to furnish detailed data on the location and Capacity 
of the camps concerned. The following large cemps ware ob-= 
served: 


a. Area of DOLLE (1 mile west of the town of DOLIZ). The 
camp area was estimated at a thousand acres in September 
1948, Earth structures and large cantonment buildings were 
reported to be located there. The construction of concrete 
gun emplacements was observed. A permanant radio station 
is located between Camp DOLLE and the town of DOLLE,. 
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b. «area southvest of BORN (algo called Camp UTUPLAMTN). 

The camp comprises tvo sections: the northern section in 

the area of BORN NEIPLAMKE NO, 7. PLALKEN-ALTPLA“KE, ox= 

tending to the south and east for about 0.5 mile. large 

open field, frequently used as a drill ground, is located 

immediately south of 0.f.PLANKEN. An improved athletic 

field and a riding course are located on the nev'ly construc~ 

ted road leading from 0.F.PLANKEN to ALTPLATKEN. The two 

camp Sections were improved in 1945, One soures, in the 

winter of 1948/1949, reported that the camps consisted of 
semi-underground cantonment buildings, with a quartering a 
capacity of up to tvmanty thousand troops. ‘ore than fifty m4 
cantonment buildings were observed in the spring of 1949. 


o. Exercises in the DOLLE-RORIM area 


Information from the DOLLE-BORN area frervently referred 
to the entire training areca of Letzling Heath, It is 
therefore impossible to furnish exact data on the arrival 
and departure of maneuvering troops, thelr armanent and 
their exercises. Artillery, infantry, engineer and signal 
units have formed the bulk of troops maneuvering in the 
nentioned areca since 1947, Tank units sometimes vartici- 
pated in the exercises (presumably fe tanks only due to 
the heavily overrrovn areca; 70 tanks vere seen rarked 

in the PO?’N area in Vareh 1948), 


(1) ke number of practicing troons vas estimated at five 
thousand in July 1947, at twenty-five thousand in duly 1948, 
and at ten thousand in October 1948. It is assumed that 
about the same number of troops have been located there 
Since the spring of 1949 as during the corresponding 

months of 1948. 


b, The folloving practicing troops “ere observed: 


(1) 1947: Larce artillery units "ith rocket Launchers 
and guns of up to 150 mm caliber. ‘teport*ne sources that 
one or tvo divisions trained there. A high artillery 
headquarters was located in DOLLE in June 1947, ‘ocket 
launchers ve:e seen theraat the same tine. 


(8) 19468: Troops of several branches of service were 
there on maneuvers after arch 1948, including antiaircraft 
units vith medium puns (10-foot barrels “ith muzzle brake) 
which arrived in September 1046. «a high unit headquarters 
{either fq of the 18th Vecz Div or the 207th itz ‘ifle Div?) 
“as located in Bon’, Teveral divisions ith 105 to 155-nm 
guns, rocket launchers and 50mm and S8emm antiaircraft euns 
were said to have trained in the DOLLE-0OR!! area from areh 
to October 1940, 


(3) 1949: ‘“Umerous antiaireraft artillery units (inde- 
pendent antiaircraft artillery units and antiaircraft 
artillery regiments or battalions of the divisions) with 
runs of all calibers arrived st Letzling Veath after the 
end of spril 1949, .. motereyele unit (four companies, 
each equiv-ped trith 40 to. 50 motorcycles having machine 
ging mounted on the sidecars) vas located near BOR in 
mid-.pril 1949, In addition, component units of the Third 
Shock zmy maneuvered in this area until June 1949, 
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
